The appeal was punctuated by 


the roar of Allied planes over 
Italy, but they did not carry

heaviest Allied force ever io raid 
the Italian mainland smashed at 
Naples. Three days passed wlj.lt- 
out any apparent reaction in Italy.

more days of terrific bombing, on 
July 25, 1043. the answer cam6, 
and it astounded the World.

When Peace Comes, We Must Watch 
For Modern Sauls Who Seek Profit

have seen how Saul, first 


41,,,B of Israel, 
beginning auspi- 


ciously and with fine and magnai- 
mous elements in his character, 
nevertheless sopn took the down- 
ward 
steps that 
indicated the 
triumph of his weakness over his 
strength. In this lesson we come 
to his consequent rejection from 
his kingly position, and we shall 
soon pass to his defeat in battle 
and his suicide. 
It is necessary to discriminate 


in the details of a revolting pic- 
ture of the ruthlessness of war. 
One might well' ask, did a mer- 
" ' and loving God, 
such as 
has revealed to us, really 
eiful 


command the destruction of all 
the Amalekites, and of all that 
they had: "Now go and smile 
Amalck and utterly destroy all 
that they have, and 
spare them 


not; but slay both man and wom- 
an, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and pss." (I Sam- 
uel }5:3.) Thai is too much like 
the ruthless destruction today. 
We must look a little 
deeper. 


We may note Samuel's justifica- 
tion for hewing 
Agag in pieces 
"before the Lprd." He fe)t that 
he was performing an act of just 
retribution upon a murderer. If 
he was ordering the destruction 
of the Amalekites, it was with 
the realization 
that the Amale- 
kites would have similarly dis- 
posed of Israel. 
Saul offers no word of justifi- 


cation of his sparing 
king, peo- 
ple 
and cattle 
on grounds of 
mercy. When he is caught in his 
disobedience he makes out that 
he has spared 
the sheep 
and 
cattle to offer them Up as sacri- 
fices to the Lord, evoking that 
great word of Samuel, "To obey 


better 
times or not? 
What is 
God s will 
concerning 
defeated 


enemies? What are the demands 
of justice, and in what way can 
justice be tempered with mercy? 
Two things seem lo me to stand 
out very 
boldly, perhaps 
three. 
First of all is the importance of 
making sure that peacefully dis- 
posed 
peoples and their welfare 


shall not be again subject to the 
depredations of modern Amale- 
kiles. That may call for measures 
seemingly harsh, but that must be 
measured 
with cool justice. We 


shall need Samuels who will not 
Shrink from bringing upon crimi- 
nals just judgment and retribution. 
There are wrongs that must be 
faced, not compromised. 


But further, we shall need to 
be on guard against the modern 
Sauls who will be more concerned 
about their own interesls and about 
what, they can get out of the situa- 
tion than about future peace and 
security. And this will be true of 
nations and peoples as well as of 
individuals.
